W e are picturing in our minds the

fram e building in the distance and 
we know we are approaching Shoshone 
where the water dashes and foams in 
its rapid descent. 
T his structure is 
the first of many to follow in thp 
near future and has been constructed 
by the Colorado Central Pow er Co. to 
convert the force of this falling water 
Into 
electrical 
energy 
to be trans­ 
ported to other portions of the state 
that new industries m ay be assisted 
in their productions. 
Our horses do 
not enjoy this portion of the road and 
we are compelled to use our pursua 
sive faculties in urging them ahead. 
W e are passing the last of the con­ 
structions of our power company and 
have a feeling that relieves our anxi­ 
ety for we have passed the usual hour 
of lunch and we seek a spot to feed 
our horses and make our sim ple meal. 
W e have hut a short tim e to rest and 
are ready to begin our travel. 
Our 
road is very sim ilar for several miles 
to w hat we have already witnessed 
and we push forward that we may 
have the open valley for our camping 
ground.

W e stopped and tried 
to soothe him but his fear had full 
possession of him. 
I must pursue tm 
course of our travel and not tarry long 
for w e are nearing the night anti miles 
are yet ahead of us. 
The canon has become wider and 
its w alls less abrupt and we see the 
valley before us. 
As we approach the 
open scenes we come to the division 
of the waters of the river anti our 
river of the past turns to the left to 
follow 
its course through the moan 
tains anil again he ready to meet us 
in our next day’s drive. 
VV** cross it 
and ascend the stream which hitherto 
has been a portion of it, now’ called 
the Eagle, 
Here we see the lava beds upon our 
left and huge masses of the Ingredients 
which at some early period were a 
liquid at roam pouring 
down 
them 
mountains aud locating in the valley 
W e are approaching the prosperous 
town of Gypsum, situated In a ranch 
ing district and a center for trading 
Entering the town we replenish our 
provisions, inquire th** 
distance w* 
have traveled and of the next town 
then hasten to reach a place to spent 
our first night upon the road. 
An old 
og building gave us a suitable place 
to tie our horses anil a little shell* 
from the wind. 
W ith hesitancy w* 
spread our beds U|»on the ground and 
turn in for the night. 
A day’s travel 
through 
these 
mountains 
anti 
eve 
stony roads has wearied our bodies 
as well a« our minds and sleep is a 
welcom e visitor even with our crud 
conveniences. 
It has been the custom in Colorado 
for traveler* to put a few blankets 
upon the ground and enjoy the benefits 
of a sleep as well perhaps, as our 
Pullm an passengers enjoy the luxury 
of our modern sleeping cars. 
Nature 
has many laws of assisting those early 
settlers that could be used in our east 
em states with equally as good re 
suits. 
Colorado has a reputation for 
its mountains, its climate, its fertile 
soil ant! too many (things to mention 
still air is composed of the same cie 
monts in Colorado as in good old Ohio 
W e do not need the mountains to 
throw their harriers in our w*ay and 
prevent our railroad facilities.

W e make a hasty departure 
for our horses have had the ice water 
as It rushed in a small stream to the 
river and are shivering. 
Eagle is the nearest 
town.

Th*' road Is com- 
anatively level to w hat we have Bl­ 
ady experienced and we have soon 
ntered and passed it .having no cause 
for stopping. 
W e are 
passing fine 
bam s with the name and brand of the 
inch ujMin the roofs. 
Our valley becomes narrow as we 
pproach Wolcott and the road has 
again sought the sides of the moun­ 
tains. 
This Is very ordinary travel for 
this mountainous country and we ar** 
rosslng the river before entering Wol* 
oft. 
Here is a supply house and a 
large territory is dependent ui>on it 
for its shipping facilities. 
W e have Jotted a few lines to our 
families and malled them as our next 
postoffice 
is far 
in 
advance. 
W e 
bange our course and 
turn to th** 
northwest and travel through a sec­ 
tion of th** state lying between the 
continental divide and the mountains 
to the west. 
Our first seven miles is 
in climbing the divide which lies be­ 
tween the Eagle and the Grand. 
As we approach the sum m it two nun 
are industriously 
working to put a 
wheel ui>on the spindle as th** burr 
had lost from Its place and the wheel 
likewise had turned from its place. It 
was a heavy load but numerous hands 
make light work and a little assist­ 
ance placed the wheel to its jiosition 
and a kindly feeling is cherished as a 
reward. 
As we reach the summit and 
start down we have two views, one 
ahead and one to our backs. 
W e are 
in the midst of a great tract of the 
grazing 
ground 
for 
cattle. 
In 
the 
early 
season 
it furnishes a 
limited 
amount of grass and 
is called 
the 
sage land. 
The descent is sim ilar to 
that of our climb upon the other side 
so far as is the characteristics of the 
territory about us. 
Some miles of this 
aph I descent and we turn into a deep 
gulch and follow the side of the moun­ 
tain along a very narrow road. 
W e reach a curve in the road and 
suddenly realize that again we have 
met the pure water we had left as w-e 
leparted from the river Grand. 
W e 
descend 
a very steep 
hill 
and 
are 
Tossing 
this 
beautiful 
mountain 
iver. 
From the bridge we see the 
first of the Moffat 
railroad, as lbs 
ourse is beside the river and it has 
its beautiful scenery as is customary 
through 
these 
mountains. 
A 
few 
miles up the river 
ami 
it 
[lasses 
through the divide in the Gore canon 
noted for its peculiar features. 
Having crossed the rive r our road 
immediately climbs the hills and some 
ry 
steep 
ones 
presented 
them­ 
selves. but one by one we have climbed 
and are at an elevation from which 
the surrounding country can be seen 
in its many shapes and conditions. 
On** mountain presented to our eyes 
the different colors of the soil in so 
many shades that we likened it to a 
rainbow. 
Tins** colorings cannot b* 
produced in our photographs as taken 
with our camera. I am sorry to ray 
for each mountain presents sarnie new 
shade, which deprives the traveler of 
monotony and ever attracts his eager 
yes. 
The night of our second day is ap 
preaching and 
we push forward to 
s*-ek a pleasant camping location. At 
times we are compelled to travel sev 
eral miles ere we can leave the road 
and 
have a stopping place, and this 
is one of those p la ces. 
W e come to 
new' scenes of the railroad am! a few 
of them wert* worthy of our future 
remembrance, 
so 
we 
railed 
our 
camera into use and 
received very 
g<Knl results. 
This position of the road is being 
blasted 
through the rocks and 
will 
present very pleasing scenes to the 
traveler when th** road is completed 
W e have watered the horses and 
secured abundance for our own use. A 
we see the sun is disappearing we ar* 
surprised b>a a rabbit jum ping from 
the roadside’ and stopping a short tits

If Is late for our midday repast but 
we have a desire for a variety In our 
hill of far** and hurry on to Yampa.

heavy and rich in Dueling qualities. 
Large quantities of hay

stacked for the wintering of cattle. 
Night again calls our attention to 
a small spot beside a running stream 
where we have the necessaries for 
spreading our beds and cooking our 
food. 
Fish are abundant in the stream 
hut being unprepared we cannot ob­ 
tain them. 
This is lower than our 
last night’s .stopping place and by the 
water, soave have the sharp chilly air 
with quite a coating of ice to greet 
us as we stir in the morning. 
A good fire, a warm breakfast and 
votive exercise put us on our road 
gain.

This portion of our road is a 
repetition of soap** of the past and 
offers but few 
attractions. 
Hawn's 
Peak is the next town and we argue 
as to the possibilities of reaching it 
but come to some ranchers who ad­ 
vise us to stop and not attempt to 
reach it.

our last night in our upward journey. 
It is a fe**)lng of relief that greets us 
as vc** pack our outfit for our last day 
In reaching our destination.

but a few miles and hasten on

This is th** county seat 
and is at the foot of Haw n’s P**ak 
mountain. 
O ur property lies upon the opposite 
side of the peas but to reach It we 
must travel round several miles and 
enter th** park from the north.
